‘SEVEN MEN INTHE IG 


Henry Robinson and Three of His 
Brothers on One Side, and Three 
McClellan Brothers on the 
Other—Henry Robin- 
son Killed. 


Waycross, Ga., November 29 —(Special.) 
A beautiful Thanksgiving Day was made 
sad to many hearts because of the dark- 
est tragedy occurring here in many years. 
A fierce fight on the principal business 
‘street occurred about noon. Four of the 
Robinson boys, men who are noted for 
their physical manhood and daring, and 
three McCiellans, men equally as brave 
and cqurageous, were participants in the 
row. Early this morning Jesse McClel- 
lan was walking down Plant avenue when 
he met Matt, Curt, Jim and Henry Rob- 
inson near the First National bank. Curt 


Robinson and McClellan engaged in the | 


fight. McClellan's. revolver was taken 
from nim by Jim Robinson, and Curt, be- 
ing a powerful man physically and Mc- 
Clellan of slight build, soon got the best 
of the fracas, | 

All parties were put under bond to an- 
swer in the mayor's court for fighting, 
and it was thought the trouble had blown 
over. About noon, while many were en- 
gaged in a union thanksgiving service 
at the Presbyterian church, the trouble 
‘was renewed in front of The Waycross 
Journg! office and for several minutes a 
general fight caused consternation in the 
neighborhood. 3 

Jesse McClellan's two brothers—T. J. 
and Newt—were present and the wonder 
is more lives were not sacrificed. Just 
as the Robinsons were coming out of R. 
E. Jones's grocery store Jesse McClellan 
passed by. Witnesses differ as to which 
started the row; but in a few minutes 
the Robinsons and McClellans were fight- 
ing like fury. 

Jesse McClellan shot Henry Robinson 
through the heart, death following in a 
few minutes. 

Mat and Jim Robinson were both badly 


bruised about thetr heads and faces. They | 


received several heavy blows from Tom 
and Newt McClellan. None of the Mc- 
Clellans were seriously hurt. T. J. Mc- 
Clellan is Ware county's sheriff: Jesse 
McClellan his deputy, and Newton J. Me- 
Clellan a policeman. 

The Robinsons are fighting stock. There 
are nine or ten brothers, all of whom 
will fight early and often. N. F. Robin- 
son, a brother of these men, was killed 
instantly three or four years ago at Trad- 
ers’ Hill just before Charlton superior 
court opens. He and Ben Williams met 
there to settle an old grudge and as 
Robinson advanced with an open knife 
Williams shot him through the heart. 
Henry, the one who was killed today, 
was said to be the quietest one of the 
men, seldom 4 getting into trouble. 
He leaves a wife and nine children, the 


oldest one thirteen years of age.

PROF. HINSDALE’ 
DIES IN ATLANTA 


An Educator and Author ef Inter- 
national Renown. 


SUFFERED FROM WEAK HEART

Professor of Pedagogy at University 
of Michigan. 


CAME HERE FROM ANN ARBOR 


Arrived in Atlanta in Almost Pros- 
trated State, Suffering from 
Nervous Collapse. 


Professcr Burk A. Hinsdale, an educa- 
tor and author of international renown, 
died at the sanitarium at 1233 North 
Pryor street at 1:0 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

Professor Hinsdale arrived in Atlanta 
‘but two days ago from Ann Arbor. Mich, 
where. for thirteen years he has been 
professor of pedagogy in the University 
of Michigan. He was accompanied by his 
wife and intended to sojourn in the south 


during the fore part of the winter for the 
benefit of his health. He was suffering 
from nervous collapse and had a weak 
heart. Arriving in Atlanta in an almost 
prostrated state, he was taken to the 
sanitarium, where, despite all that the 
Physicians could do for him, he rapidly 
arew worse, sinking into the coma chat 
ended in death about noon yesterday. 
The body will be shipped to Ann Arbor 
over the Southern at 5:30 o' clock this. 
morning, Mrs. Hinsdale accompanying it. 
Professor Hiusdale was sixty-three 
years old and a native of Ohio. Before 
being called to the chair which he filled: 
in the University of Michigan he was 
president of Hiram college, of Hiram, O., 
from which James A. Garmeld graduated 
and in which the late president of the 
United States taught. For four years 
Professor Hinsdale was superintendent 
of public schools of Cleveland, O. He 
was considered one of the ablest educa- 
tors in the country and many of his 
books are regarded as high authority in 
his department of knowledge. He was 
the author of fifteen volumes, most of 
them on educational topics, although he 
was a writer of versatility, He had 
traveled much in foreign lands and en- 
jJoyed a distinguished acquaintance and 
was highly regarded in Europe. No name 
ig more familiar in higher educational 
circles in America. eo 
The deceased educator is, in addition 
to his wife, survived by a brother, Dr. W. 
B. Hinsdale, who holds the chair of 
homeopathy in the University of Michi- 
gan, and by three daughters, one a teache | 
erin Harvard Annex, another in Holyoke, 
Mass., and the other in Detroit, Mich.

The policeman started to the call box 
with his prisoner, when a mob of from 
thirty to fifty negroes, who had been 
marching through that section of the city 
all day, committing acts of rowdyism, 
surrounded the officer and demanded that 
the prisoner be released. Before the of- 
ficer could draw his own gun John Bax- 
ter, the leader of the mob, drew his pistol 
and shot Raley twice, killing him in-

The United States cruis@r Newark will 
sall for Guam. tomorrow to investigate 
the disaster. 5 


According to advices received here from 


unofficial sources the wind was blowing 
from the southeast in the early morning 
of November 13th at the rate of 100 miles 
an hour. The Yosemite had two anchors 
down, but both were dragged a mile 
across the harbor entrance. At 11 a. m- 
she struck the reef and stove in forward. 
She drifted for an hour and at noon 
struck the rock near. Somaye, carrying 
away her rudder and damaging her pro- 


| peller. 


A launch had been sent to find shelter, 
but it capsized and the occupants were 
drowned. They were Coxswain Swanson, 
Seaman George Aubel, Engineer J. L. 
Mabancfy and Fireman J. T. Davis and 
Joseph Anderson. 

The storm abated somewhat at 1 p. m., 
but was then renewed with a violent 
southwest wind. A dozen of the crew at- 
tempted to carry a Une ashore, but the 
boat capsized, although the crew man- 
aged to reach the shore. : 

Meanwhi:e the Yosemite was being 


blown seaward, her head down and the 


forward compartment filling. The boiler 
and engine rooms, however, were free of 
water and the pumps were kept going. 
The cruiser was kept afloat until the 


afternoon of November 15th, when the 


United States collier Justin, which also 
had suffered damage to her anchors and 
had narrowly escaped the reef, was 
sighied. ' 

The Justin attempted to tow the Yose- 
mite with two chains and two cables, but 
these parted. ae 

Finally 188 of the Yosemite's crew, 
twenty-six marines and nine officers were 
transferred to the Justin, together with 
$68,000 Mexican money. 

Tho Yovsemite soon plunged healfore- 
most and sank. The crew were provided 
with temporary quafters at Agana, which 
suffered badly from the hurricane. 

The typhoon was of unprecedented vio- 
lence, Many are reported to have been 
killed or injured. At Agana three were 
killed and ten died of exposure. 

The town of Moranjan was destroyed, 
thirty of the townepeople being killed and 
many. others jnjured. It is believed that 
there was considerable loss of life else- 
where in Guam and ali the crops were ce- 
stroyed. N 
Many dwellings in Agana were demol- 
ished.

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BODIES OF STORM VICTIMS

Galveston, Tex., November 29.—Forty- 
five bodies of storm victims were found 
and buried on the island beyond the city 
limits this week by men authorized by 
the centra! committee to do this work. 

Prior to any action on the part of the 
central committee to have the bodies in 
the swamps and marshes down the Island 
interred there were several reports from 
these quarters of the negected dead and 
voluntary parties organized and engaged 
in' burial work.

country, and on holidays—why, nothing 
is too good for the chief executive of a 
happy people. 

The president's friends, especially in 
the north and east, along about Thanks- 
giving and Christmastide usually send 
him a small present in the way of a 
bushel of chestnuts, a prize pumpkin or 
two and always a dig scarlet-headed 
gobbler. 

Of recent years Rhode Island has had 
the proud honor of sending a turkey to 
the white house, supposed to be the 
largest extant, and the farmers in that 
state have gloated over the fact. This 
year a place known as the Providence 
plantations had the hardihood to send 
the president a gobbler weighing thirty- 
three pounds.

“The Dewetsdorp garrison of two guns 
of the Sixty-eighth field battery, with 
detachments ot Gloucestershire regiment, 
the Highland Light infantry and Irish 
Rifles. % in all, surrendered at 5:3 p. m., 
November 23d. Our losses were fifteen 
men killed and forty-two wounded, in- 
cluding Major Hansen and Captain Dig- 
by. The enemy is said to be 2,500 strong. 
Four hundred men were dispdtched from 
Edenburg to relieve Dewetsdorp. but 
they did not succeed in reaching there 
in time. Knox joined this force and 
found Dewetsdorp evacuated. Seventy- 
five sick and wounded had been left 
there. Knox pursued and is reported to 
have successfully engaged Steyn and 
Dewet near Vaalbank. They retired west 
and southwest. Knox's messenger failed

Found Dead in His Room al 
Kimball Last Might

WAS WELL-KHOWN SALESMAN 


Said To, Have Been Drinking—At- 
tempted To Write Letters to 
Relatives, but Cculd Not 
Finish Them—Lived 
in Lynchburg. 


Despondent and despairing because 
whisky had fastened its habit upon 
him, George W. Chockley, a well known 
traveling man, committed suicide last 
night in 8 room at the Kimball house by 
swallowing poison. 

Chockley registered at the Kimball 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon and Was 
asrigned to room 360. His body was dis- 
ecvered about 10 o'clock. 

Chockley gs raid to have been drinking 
heavily yesterday afterncon when he 
went to the Kimball and registered. The 
chambermaids at the hotel make rounds 
of the rooms at regular intervals, and 
when one of them went to Chockley’s 
reom about 10 o'clock last night he 
opened the ‘oor and saw the young man 
lyihg on the floor on his back and appa- 
rently dead. She called the night watch- 
man and he in turn Informed Ed Callo- 
way, chief clerk of the hetel. Mr. Callo- 
way went to the room and discovered 
that Chockley was dead. Thire was a 
mall gash 4irectly over the left eye and 
a bruise on the chin. His forehead was 
partially covered with blood. A amal! 
eight-ounce phial labeled “cocaine-hydro- 
chlorate. was found near the head and 
it is suppose 1 that this poison ended his 
life. A water pitcher was lying near 
Chockley’s head. The handle of the 
pitcher was bisody. It is supposed he 
struck the pitcher in falling. 

He Attempted To Wire. 

On the table were found two or three 
envelopes, on which was written: “To 
my mother, my dear mother, 
mother,” and on a sheet of paper was 
written, “My dear mother, sweet sister, 
mother. All of this writing was almost 
megidie. Tt ia suppored he attempted to 
take a drink of water from the pitcher, 
«ben he fell to the Mor. 

Chockley has been connected with the 
N. K. Fairbarik Company, of Chicago, 
since October ist, and prior to that time 
he was with the James Pyle Pearline 
Company. occupying the position of trav- 
eling salesman for both companies. He 
was stationed in this district during the 


time he was employed by both companies, 
‘and has a large number of friends and ac- 


quaintances in Atlanta. While in the city 
he stopped at the Talmage house, on 
Walton street. 

Young Chockley is said tn have been 
drinking heavily lately, and he told his 
employer. R. A. Douglas, who has charge 
of this district for the Fairbank Compa- 
ny, that it was impossible for him to 
quit drinking. 

Mrs. Douglas Talks. 

Mr. Douglas, in speaking of the matter, 
said: 

“Chockley, when sober. was a most 
excellent gentlemah, and was a good 
salesman. Realizing this, I induced him 
to leave his former position and work 
for me, giving him an increased salary. I 
used every effort to get him to quit drink- 
ing, but they were unavailing. Last 
Saturday I went to Flovilla and told him 


to meet me here Monday morning. I re- 


turned Monday, but could not find him. 
I falled to locate him Tuesday, but 
Wednesday found him. He was drink- 
ing. and had a bottle of rough on rats. T 
tried to get this from him, but failed to 
do so. However. he finally went to the 
Marion hotel, and yesterday morning was 
perfectly sober and ready to go to work. 
Eugene Finkenaur and myself went to the 
football game, and when we re- 
turned we found Chockley. I tried 
to get him to go to his hotel, but all 
he would say was ‘It's all over: it's all 
over. I've compromised you, Mr. Doug- 
las and I've compromised myself; but it's 
all over.’ There was another man with 
him, who claimed to be his intimate 
friend, and he said he woul. carry him 
to his room. That was the last I saw 
of iy until I find him here tonight, 


Chockley’s home is near Lynchburg, 
Va., where a mother and sister reside. 
The body will be turned over to Hilburn 
& Miller, the undertakers, and they wil! 
prepare it for burial. The relatives were 
notified of the suicide, and it is probable 
the body will be sent to Virginia for in- 
terment.

Cotton Mill Men Will Serd Delega- 
tion to Antagonize Measure. 
Huntsville. Ala., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It is very likely that the cotton 
mill people of Madison county will send 
a delegation to Montgomery within the 
next few days to work against the pas- 
sage of the Beach bill against child labor. 
There are hundreds of children between 
the ages of twelve and fifteen years at 
work in the mills here, and if it were 
unlawful for them to work in the mills 
their parents, who are dependent upon 
them, would suffer. Such a bill would 
also frighten off northern capital which 
is being invested in southern cotton milis 
which pay large dividends because of the 

cheap labor obtainable.

RECEIVES MANY EPUTATION 


Chamber of Deputies Unanimuusly 
Adopts a Vote of Sympathy for 
the Leader of the Fight-. 
(ing Boers in South 


Paris, November Mr. Kruger will 
leave here Saturday for Cologne. The 
hour of his departure has not been fixed. 
He will remain at Cologne over Sunday 
and rest. On Monday he will go to 
Madgebure. and thence to Berlin, where 
he expects to arrive Tuesday morning. 

Mr. Kruger passed the day receiving a 
number of deputations from the chamber 
of deputies, who, after the vote in the 
thamber, immediately proceeded to the 
Hotel Scribe and communicated it to 
him. Mr. Kruger, who was much touch- 
ed, warmly shook hands with the depu- 
tles. 

The chamber of deputies today unani- 
mously adopted a vote of sympathy with 
Mr. Kruger. 

M. Cochery, the acting president of the 
body, announced that M. Denys Cochin, 
conservative, representing a district of 
the Seine, had presented an interpella- 
tion as to the intention of the govern- 
ment regarding arbitration in favor of 


the Boers. 


The minister of foreign affairs, M. Del- 
casse, replied that there was no use in 
opening a debate on this subject, as in 
foreign policy especially such discus- 
sions were useless and often dangerous. 

At M. Cochery's request, M. Denys 
Cochin withdrew his interpellation and 
proposed the following motion: 


The chamber of deputies, on the occa- 
sion of the arrival of the president of the 
Transvaal in France, is happy to address 
to him a sincere expression of its re- 


spectful sympathy.” 


M. Cochery then announced that he 
had received another motion from M. 
Fourntere, socialist, representing one of 
the Aisne divisions, in the following 
terms: | 

“The chamber of deputies. while ex- 
pressing symrathy for the English 
democracy here the reading of the mo- 


tion was interrupted by loud protests, 
Cochery concluded—“‘sends its 


greeting to President Kruger.“ 

Continuing, M. Cochery begged the 
chamber to refrain from demonstration 
which, he said, could be badly inter- 
preted. He also asked thet a vote 
taken without any discussion. 

The motion of M. Denys Cochin was 
then adopted unanimously and 550 voters 
cheered when the result was announced. 

M. Fournier, after declaring that the 
democracies of all countries were anl- 
mated by the same pacific sentiments, 
withdrew his motion. 


DEATH OF COL. RICHARDSON. 


Well-Known Officer in Confederate 
Army Is Dead. 

Richmond. Va., November 29.—-(Spectal.) 
Colonel John H. Richardson, one ot the 
few of the ante-bellum officers of the Vir- 
ginia military who survived, died here 
suddenly this afternoon. He was well 
and on the streets this morning, but was 
stricken with paralysis this afternoon and 
lived but a short time after the attack. 


The deceased was for years before the 


war a conspicuous fizure in Richmond 
military affairs. He was captain of the 
Young Guards, one of the best known mil- 
itary companies here. When the war

Field Overrun by Crowd. 

The biggest crowd that ever wandered 
out Brisbine parkway to witness a foot- 
ball contest wert out yesterday. When 


the teams were lined up for the opening | 


play there were ro less than 4,000 people 
crowded in the grandstand, packed in the 
bleachers and the smoker and wandering 
excitedly around the side lines. 

The arrangements to keep the crowd 
off the gridiron amounted to almost noth- 
ing. The sparse wire fence was futile 
and never was the police protection at an 


athletie contest more utterly inadequate, | 


less efficient and more provoking than the 
attempt of half a dogen officers and call 
men to keep the yelling sports and col- 
lege men within bounds. 

Crowded on the field, in the direct line of 
play, were no less than a thousand spec- 
tators, bullheaded to the point where they 
would listen to no appeal, they packed up 
the way behind the team that happened 
to have the ball and went forward with 
every rush of the oval. It is a regretable 
fact that the police made no effort, with 
one or two marked exceptions, to control 
the crowd, but manifested themselves a 
sportsmanlike interest in the game. The 
second half was really not played out, 
for time was called as a result of dark- 
ness and the waving mass of people on 
the field. 

The Features of the Contest. 

Tho brilliant work of the game was done 
by Yarbrough, the sturdy little left half 
of Auburn, who, during the entire time 
of play, failed only once to make a gain 
when given the oval. His work in the 
main wall individual, since the interfer- 
ence around right end was not to be com- 
pared with the team work around left 
end. He got away with a snap and quick- 
ness for which Georgia was never appa- 
rently ready.

His tackling 
was of the superb kind that brings the 
spectator to his feet and draws a cheer 
even from an unwilling throat. Dorsey 
and McCutcheon, with Terry and Dickin- 
pon, both of whom were in the game 
with a will, could not win against eleven 


men, all of whom were in the same good 


condition. 
The Last Half a Runaway.

Mrs. LeMoyne is considered one 
of the greatest living authorities on the 
part of elocution and has many offers to 
write text books on the subject. She is 
now starring in The Greatest Thing in 
the World,” which will be seen at the 
Grand next Wednesday and Thursday.

ject will be eloquently handled. 
Senator Daniel, when seen last night, 


Was averse to talking about politics, al- | 


though he conversed Gelightfully on 


other subjects. 

I don't care to discuss politics,” sald 
the senator. ‘There is a time for every- 
thing—a time to talk and a time to de 
silent, and I think that this is a good 
time for silence, so far as politics is con- 
cerned. | 

“TI will tell you a little story which 
General Grant used to relate that illus- 
trates my position. General Grant, you 
know, Was a very reticent man until a 
few years before his deith. When rallied 
ab out his reticence, the general was wont 
to ten a story about some one stopping 
before a portrait of John Adams and, 
after inspecting it, saying: ‘That old 
wooden-head made a fortune by keeping 
his mouth shut.’ 

No, I do not care to discuss party re- 
organization, I think all such discussion 
is premature. Events must shape our 
course, What might appeal to us as 
Wise at present would probably be very 
unwise four yeara hence. Our policy, as 
to leader and platform, must be shaped 
by the evolution of events.“ 

The senator then dropved into talk 
about the conduct of political eampaigna, 

“IT believe in carrying on a_ political 
Mxht as batties Should be fought," aald 
the senator, “I waa a confederate sol- 
or and the tactles used 'n war are good 
to use in political combata. Aas Forrest 
used to aay: ‘You ought to get there 
fusatwat with the mortest men.“ 

“That is to sav, a political leader, Uke 
a general, ought to concentrate all his 
forces on one point in the enemy's lines 
and keep pounding away until the line 
is broken. 1 believed in 1886, and believe 
yet, that the country was for freo silver 
at that time. If we had concentrated 
all our forces on that one issue we would 
have ¢ eb the country. But a great 
many other issues were incorporated in 
the Chicago platform and every one of 
these gave the republicans an opportu- 
nity to attack us in flank. In war there 
is nothing more distressing than an at- 
tack on the flanks and the same Is true 
in politics. By bringing in all these 
other issues in 189, we weakened our 
position on the main question, laid our’ 
flar ks open to attack and were beaten. 

“Now, as to whegher we would have 
won the last campaign if this or that 
had been done or had not deen done, no 
one can say. But I am ofthe ovinion 
that we had too many issues, 2s in 1896, 
I do mot mean that the issues were not 
«cod. Rut the injection of so many is- 
rues allowed the republicans to again 
pour in a fir on our flanks. We made 
imperialism the paramount issue and it 
seems to me if the repudlic is in danger 
of being turned into an empire that it 
alone is sufficient to make a campaign 
on. But after declaring that imperialism 
was paramount, new issues were pre- 
sented with the result that our forces 
were scattered by reason of the many 
positions we had to defend. 

“But I am not going to talk poiltics. 
Let me talk to you about Atlanta. The 
people of the city have been so kind to 
me that 1 like to visit them. I always 
feel at home in Atlanta and am proud of 
er progress.“ 

The senator then drifted into some 
reminiscences about the days when he 
was one of that brave army of northern 
Virginia which accompliiahed such won. 
derful deed against overwhelming odds. 
Senator Daniel enlisted at the firat call 
to arms and was wounded in the leg at 
the firet battle of Rull Run. He waa in 
the famous “Stonewall” brigade and re- 
ceived the wound while that brigade waa 
staying the advance of the federals who 
had shattered the commands of the gal- 
lant Ree and the herole Bartow. Me was 


wounded in the hand at #harpaburg and 


waa a third time wounded at the bloody 
battle of the Wilderness, The last year 
of the war he was Qeneral Jubal Bar- 
Ives adjutant, but moat of the time wae 
Ineapacitated for service by reason of his 
crippled condition.

They 
scem to be contrary and on every trip 
instead of working together, each is ap 
parently working on its own hook. You 
don't know how trving that !s on the en- 
gineet’s nerves, Frequently I want an 
extra burst of speed ami open the trot- 
tle. If the engine had found itself there 
would be a quick and harmonious re- 
sponse, but not yet hawne found itself. 
rome of the parts shirk and some overdo 
with the result that, while the speed 
comes, it la not the smooth sort of run- 
ning that delights the heart of an eng!i- 
neer. 

“No, this contrariness is not pecullar to 


this machine. Every engine that comes | 
out of the shop is contrary at first. The 
parts have to become acquainted and 
learn one another's hobbies before the 
engine will do its best work. I have 
noticel for years this pecullaritx 
of new engines, but it was only 
last yaar that 1 understood what 
was the matter. I probably would have 
been pussled by the contrariness mani- 
feste by new engines vet, but last sum- 
mer I had a week off and during that 
time read Kipling's ‘Day's Work.“ In 
that collection of atoties there is ane 
about ‘the ship that found ſtself“ Kip- 
ling describes the firat voyage of a ateam- 
er across the Atlantic and gives a 
graphic picture of the contrariness of the 


parte of the vessel during that first trip. 


The parts were not acquainted and did 
not work in harmony, but after they got 
to know cach other everything went on 
smoothly.

Thie question of penalty reminds me 
that there is no capital punishment St 
Colorado, No matter what crime ts com 
mitted. the law does not demand itfe 1 in 
atonement vou see tnat if the law 
had been allowed to take its course with 
the nero he would have been confined 
for Ute. which would have been no pen- 
aity at all for the crime, I don't think I 
am cruel, but my opinion te that the ne- 
atu Was served about right. Admitting 
the horribleness of his fate, it was not 
a whit worse than what he forced that 
innocent little gir] to endure.
